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THE CHAMBER OF COMMERCE 
HAS ITS OWN SHOW TO RUN 

A suggestion which is being supported by some 
members of the Lindsay Chamber of Commerce, adyo- 
cates the hiring of an industrial commissioner who 
would also act as Manager of the Chamber. In return 
for his services on the town’s behalf, the Chamber of 
Commerce is proposing that Town Council subsidize 
his salary. The suggestion has by no means the full 
support of the Chamber of Commerce because many 
of them, like ourselves, believe the Chamber of Com- 
merce and Town Council should stand on their own 
feet, cooperating as fully as possible in promoting the 
best interests of the Town but never countenancing 
financial (and obligating) ties with each other. 

One reason why such an arrangement probably 
would not be satisfactory is apparent: The Chamber of 

“Commerce is an independent businessmen’s organiza- 
tion, supported by its members to further the commer- 
cial interests of the town.... Town Council is an elected 
body of citizens whose responsibility is to the whole of 
Lindsay. Is it not evident that there is bound to be a- 
confliction of opinion where the interests of one group 
are concerned with only one phase of the town's de- 
velopment, whereas the other group (Town Council) has 
to be concerned with the overall needs and abilities of 
the community? 

Town Council has an Industrial Committee and, 
from interviews with the head of that committee— 
Mayor A. E. Hick—we feel he is making an honest 
effort to secure industry. And we believe this com- 
mittee is che only one which should be permitted to act 
on behalf of the town’s industrial interests. Who else 
should be given a free hand to negotiate town business, 

xcept an elected representative or one duly appointed 
and solely responsible to the elected agents of the town? 

As for the Town being called upon to subsidize the 
Chamber of Commerce in its activities, this sounds 
highly improper to us. It would be tantamount to the 
taxpayers as a whole contributing to the upkeep and 
maintenance of private enterprise. There are no doubt 
many private organizations which would put their 
hand out for a little assistance if such a precedent were 

* to be established. 

The Chamber of Commerce has an important role 
to play in this and other communities .. . In some places 
it has done a remarkably good job in the field of public 
relations in the tourist trade, in others it has helped pro- 
mote a closer understanding of mutual problems among 
the business people of the town or city, but in every case 
we have heard of it has-retained its independent’status 
by being self-supporting. 

It could develop that the Chamber of Commerce 
would make a noticeable contribution to some phase of 
community life in which case Gouncil, in its wisdom, 
might see fit to make a grant or a donation as a token 
of appreciation. Few would find fault with a gesture of 
this sort but an out-and-out alliance, involving financial 
support such as has been suggested, will not be accept- 
able by the taxpayers. 


THE GOVERNMENT WILL DO IT 
BUT YOU'LL PAY THE SHOT! 

Premier Frost made a statement at the Lindsay 
Chamber of Commerce’s annual meeting which would 
bring untold blessings if taken to heart but which 
would require a change of thinking on the part of many 
people before it could be brought about. The premier 
urged people to do things for themselves and stop call- 
ing on the government to do the things they could and 
should do on their own. 

The need for taking this advice seriously is be- 
coming increasingly apparent, especially at this time 
of year when taxes are being paid into the federal 
treasury. It is a sobering thing when we consider 
what we could do with the-money the government of 
Canada demands of productive people to provide the 
services people are now demanding of governments. 

There is, however, another side to this story which 
is all too frequently overlooked, It is a fact that people 
have come to look to governments to do many things 
for them which they ought to do for themselves and 
could if so much weren't required of their earnings to 
cover the cost of government administration. It is 
also a fact that it was governments which taught 
the people to expect things of them in the beginning. 
They dangled a glamourous bit of bait on their election 
lines and the people swallowed it hook line and sinker, 
not realizing that the cost was going to provide the in- 
gredients of a bitter after dinner pill. 

It is therefore equally important that people who make 
up governments be absolutely honest with the people 
who put them in office and stop giving them half-truths 
about things they are going to make available to them. 
We believe the electorate will make fewer demands if 
it has a clear picture beforehand of what the personal 
after-effects are likely to be. 


PHONY HOSPITAL DEFICITS 

Public hospitals throughout Ontario have been pub- 
lishing 1955 financial statements during recent weeks. 
In nearly every case a substantial deficit has been re- 
ported. : 5 

But these reports give a false impression of the true 
state of affairs In our public hospitals. It may surprise 
the public to learn that many of these hospitals that 
report deficits are actually operating with surpluses. 

We have at hand the statement of Louise Marshall 
Hospital at Mount Forest. During 1955 this hospital 
had expenses of $59,384.67. Net operating loss was 
shown as $2,540.04. But expenses included an item 
for depreciation of $5,169.59. 

If the hospital board could have omitted this hook- 
keeping entry for depreciation, the Mount Forest hospi- 
tal could have presented a pleasing operating surplus of 
$2,629.92. 

Another statement for 1955 at hand is that of the 
Owen Sound General and Marine Hospital. With ex- 
penditures exceeding half a million dollars, the operating 
loss was reported to be $1,513.

But Owen Sound, too, was plagued wtih the book- 
keeping item for depreciation, In this case, $16,044. 
Thus, in actual fact, Owen Sound hospital during 1955 
had an operating surplus of $14,531. 

These discouraging financial statements have heen 
the rule ever since an accountant in the Ontario Depart-" 
ment of Health decided to have this bookkeeping entry 
for depreciation made a part of all public hospital state- 
ments. 

Consider how ridculous this would be if carried 
over to the Department of Education. School] boards 
would be obliged to present financial statements show- 
ing annual operating losses in the tens of thousands 
and hundreds of thousands. The Toronto Board of Ed- 
ucation would be required to enter millions of dollars for 
depreciation. 

The Department of Health should strike out this 
bookeeping entry for depreciation. 5 

Hospital boards should be given the same consid- 
eration in making up their annual financial statements 


that is given to school boards.

It is interesting to note that in the case of the 
Ross Memorial Hospital at Lindsay this institution 


shows a deficit of $12,521 for 1955 of which $11,850 is 
depreciation on buildings and equipment. Thus 
assuming that Mr. Cadogan’s reasoning applies here, 
with an actual operating deficit of $671, actually came 
close to breaking even in 1955. 
in marked contrast to 1954 when the operating deficit 
was $8,731. It seems to be of some significance inso- 
far as Lindsay is concerned to note that while deprecia- 
tion of buildings and equipment in 1955 was allowed 
for in the amount of $11,850, there is only $6,416 differ- 
ence between the estimated value of hospital buildings 
and equipment this year as compared with last. It is 
also interesting to note that the building fund has 
grown from $6,546 to $13,839 during the past year. 
Collections, it would appear, are not coming in quite as 
well... the net patient accounts receivable were up 
from $21,583 in 1954 to $24,009 in 1955. Assets of the 
hospital include $20,570 in securities and savings; speci- 
fied donations $7,058; trust funds (building fund 


$13,839—endowments $31,732) $45,571.

Why don’t more 
birds eat more wasps? What wakes up the ants, and 
the moles, and no-see-'em gnats? Why can April 
be so changeable?

THE FLICKER 

If the common names giyen to a bird indicate anything 
about its standing in public affection, the flicker stands 
high on the list. He is known as the yellow-shafted 
woodpecker, the golden-winged woodpecker, the pig- 
eon woodpecker, Al Clape, the high-holer, Old Yellow 
Hammer, the wood-pigeon, Heigh-ho, Wick-up, Walk- 
up, the Yawker Bird, the Hairy Wicket, and probably 
several other names, most of them accompanied by af- 
fectionate adjectives. 

Flicker the most common name of all, comes from 
fts wavy flight. It flickers along. And it is unmistak- 
able, big as a big, chunky robin, conspicuously barred in 
black and white above and speckled below. It has a 
scarlet patch on the crown and a black crescent on the 
lower chest. When it flies, the under sides of the wings 
have a golden touch from the bright yellow shafts of 
the wing feathers, 

The flicker is known practically all over the United 
States, though it migrates from the cold northern 
country in winter, eyen from the Adirondacks and the 
Berkshires. One reason for its wide range Is its adapta- 
bility. It can forage on lawn or pasture with the robins, 
it can work the trees in true woodpecker fashion, or it 
can steal a little grain or fruit. And it will nest in a box 
or eyen on the ground, if it can’t find a suitable hole in 
a tree. 

Iv’s a friendly bird, though it can’t sing worth a 
nickel. Byen the other birds seem to recognize its 
friendship, for it will flock on occasion with robins or 
bluebirds or even with swallows and sparrows. It isn't 
generally known as a spring bird, but back in the hills 
it isn’t really spring until the flickers return, yarruping 
and flickering and hammering and being generally com- 
panionable, —New York Times.

‘Prost when he spoke to a gathering | 
attending the annual dinner of the 
Lindsay Chamber of Commerce this | 
“week He told of the vast mineral 
developments which will, in time, 
“play a direct part in the province's 
power development, since, he ex- 
plained, once the natural sources 
of power have been harnessed, 
thermal-neuclear energy must be 
‘used to supply the needed energy. 

The Premier said, 

“The regional development of the 
uranium mineral resources, now has 
*an investment of tens of millions of 
qollars, This, is adjacent to the 
*Baliburton-Hastings Line and at 
“Elephant Lake where there is an 
investment of 25 million dollars and 
@ population now of 5,000 people. In 
the Tory Hill area there 1s another 
development which will rival that 
*in the Bancroft area.” 

Mr. Frost explained that within 
the next 20 years, Ontario will need 
three times the power it now has, 
“and told what has been envisioned 
to cope with this, when the St.

In 
the Bancroft area and Blind River 
area there are hundreds of millions 
ef dollars invested in this develop- 
ment, which borders our communi- 
ties 

“You are close to the mining 
developments, It 1 mighty what 
they may bring aout. In short, 
better working conditions with great 
industries in the offing, all with 
nuclear power. The Algonquin, Hali- 
burton area now is on the verge of a 
fabulous prosperity.

Returning to a subject directly 
affecting the group who were listen- 
ing attentively, M< Frost urged 
the Chamber to get the youth of 
town interested in community pro- 
jects.

AS 
three quarters of thls ts to be raised 
by taxation, that Is almost nine 
hundreg thousand dcllars. A sub=- 
s‘antial jncrease !n taxation 1s 
unavoidable But js this really 
needed? “The Post” relates, that 
“the original structure is to be 
used to a large extent for adminis- 
tration purposes With some portions 
being reserved for Active hospital 
bUrboses'". Well, I guess a hospital 
{8 above all for hospital, that is 
mecical or healing purposes, while 
acininistrative purposes, being a 
mere auxiliary, take second place. 
We learn now, that the relatively 
big old building is to be used to a 
large extent for administrative pur- 
POS€s, while some portions of the old 
structure are belng reserved for 
actlve hospital purposes. That is, 
what T call topsy-turvy; and as a 
taxpayer and potential subscriber 
T itke the Uberty to ask for specifi- 
cations What is meant by adminis- 
trative purposes?

“Where under eny general or 
svecial Act, it is a requisite that 
the assent of the electors of a 
municipality first be obtained to the 
exercise by a municipality of any 
of its powers, or the ircurring of any 
debt, issue of any deventures. or 
passing of any by-law. the Board 
shall not approve the exercise of 
such power, incurring of debt, issue 
of debentures, or the by-law vntil 
such assent has been obtained, un- 
less the Board after due inquiry. is 
satisfied that such assent may under 
all circumstances prperly be dis- 
pensed with, and the Board, may. 
in pny such case, by its order declare 
and direct that the assent of the 
electors shall not be requisite. 

“(2) The Boatg before making any 
order under subsection (1) shall 
hold a public hearing after such 
notice thereof has been given as 
the Board may direct, for the pur- 
pose of inquiring int« the merits of 
the matter and of hearing any ob- 
jections which any person may 
desire to bring to the attention of 
the Board.”

WHAT DOES INDUSTRIAL GROWTH MEAN? 

During current discussions in Lindsay relative to in- 
dustrial expansion there has been great emphasis placed 
on the need for more industries in Lindsay but there 
has been no satisfactory presentation of what new in- 
dustry would either contribute to, or demand of, the 
town. We believe the people of Lindsay who are con- 
cerned with its welfare, growth and orderly develop- 
ment would like to have authoritative information on 
how much and what types of new industry can be ac- 
commodated by the the town on the basis of existing 
public services. 

“\Vorkshop and Playground”, newsletter of Nova 
Scotia, contains some thoughts on the effect of new in- 
dustry on a district which may stimulate local thinking 
and provide the basis for some mental comparisons. 
Quote the newsletter: 

JOBS CREATE JOBS 

“Many words have been written on how, through 
payrolls, taxes, services and purchases, a manufactur- 
ing company brings added wealth to a community. One 
of the difficulties in such reasoning is that, though the 
fact of this added wealth is evident, the amount of it is 
hard to assess, 

“Some little time ago an attempt was made to mea- 
sure the benefits which came with manufacturing indus- 
try. The districts surveyed were in the United States 
and, where necessary, the figures were adjusted to 1950 
price and use levels. 

“The results were interesting. They showed that, 
for every 100 new manufacturing workers in a district, 
population increased by 296; households increased by 
112; employed persons by 174; school enrollment by 5, 
retail sales by $0.36 millions: personal incomes by $0.59 
millions; bank deposits by $0 millions; retail estab- 
lishments by 4; passenger car registration by 107; truck 
and bus registrations by 38; residence telephones by 70. 

“Let us bear in mind the fact that this survey was 
undertaken in the United States. Figures would cer- 
tainly vary somewhat in Canada. Nevertheless, the 
economy of Canada is sufficiently relative to that of the 
United States to allow the comparison. Note also that 
the figures are based upon 1950 prices—clearly is was 
impossible to see resulting development until the opera-" 
tion had been in effect for some time. 

“Eyen with these limitations, the figures are as- 
tounding. Furthermore, the survey was careful not to 
confuse progress with mere change. An additional 
174 employed persons in manufacturing would mean 
little if it took no account of lowering of employment 
figures in other industries. 

“The 174 additionally employed persons allowed 
for the fact that, in the districts surveyed, 31 employees 
were lost to agriculture, 2 from mining and 2 from per- 
sonal service. Increases of 25 in construction, 13 in 
public utilities, 38 in wholesale and retail trade and 14 in 
professional and related services more than made up 
those losses. The figures are revealing. They supply a 
concrete example of how industry begets industry and 
jobs for some make jobs for many.”

Hospital expansion is again in the limelight in 
Lindsay and will likely continue to occupy a focal point 
of attention'for the next few months. It is to be expect- 
ed whenever a project of this kind is proposed in a com- 
munity that there will be diversity of opinion on various 
points. This would therefore seem like an ideal time to 
get these ideas out into the open so thal the people who 
are striving to provide better hospital facilities for the 
Lindsay area can ulilize any contructive suggestions. 

“The Post” is anxious to be of service in making it 
possible for people to get their ideas on hospital expan- 
sion, and the financing thereof, out where they can be 
of help. Letters will he welcomed and, as long as they 
are properly signed so that the identity of the writer 
may be satisfactorily established, there will be no need 
for letters on this subject to appear over a signature... 
The contents will be treated as news matter but the text 
will not be altered inany way. Any letters of a libellous 
or scurrilous nature will be returned unused. 

We believe it is possible that comments on the sub- 
ject of hospital expansion might come under several 
headings. For example: Dxpressions of opinion regard- 
ing the overall project—is it too large, too small or just 
about right? . About methods of financing - - is too much 
to be expected of the taxpayer or is il a reasonable pro- 
posal as it now stands? ... Would the taxpayer be more 
apt to give endorsement to the project on a two-part de- 
velopment scheme, half now and half a few years later? 
Or, should more money for any hospital expansion come 
from those people who will not be affected by taxation of 
property and, if so, some thought on how to encourage 
this support? 

In a nutshell: Will you give us your most construc- 
tive thoughts on hospital expansion so that the commun- 
ity as a whole may benefit?

sympathy. They should be given every opportunity to 
rehabilitate. themselves, and truth is that given that 
chance, they will work tremendously hard to do so, 
They are so glad of the chance that they apply them- 
selves to their tasks vigorously and without complaint, 
and there are Canadians who are not nice to them simp- 
ly because they are so aggressively intent on making 
good. If some of our Canadians were to work as hard 
it would be all the better for themselves. When they 
see the New Canadians achieving success they are jeal- 


-ous, and are prone to speak contemptuously of them. ~ 


“Of course there are some who don't live up to that 
standard and may even think Canada owes them a liy- 


- ing, but the many newcomers should not be condemned 


because of a few. 

In a way most people in Canada today are “dis- 
placed persons” or the direct descendants of “displaced 
person.’ Our forefathers who came here and hewed 
a sparse livelihood out of the soil before they even had 
the bare necessities and comforts of life and whose lab- 
ors are so much applauded today, were “displaced” 
themselves. They came here to escape harsh land- 
lordism, and to buy their own land when they could, 
or get away from the harsh conditions of employment 
in factories and shops.—Truro Daily News.

““WORST JOB BY CHURCH” 


U.S. Visitor Flays Work on Delinquency 
_ COOKS VILLE — “Churches are doing the worst job in 
combating juvenile delinquency: of any organization,” 
Benjamin ‘Solomon, consultant to the New York City 
Police Department and lecturer at Columbia University, 
said here yesterday. 

Snggesting that juvenile delinquency will never be 
cured Mr. Solomon said that churchmen are not prop- 
erly trained to encourage children to go to church, and 
the biggest failures in youth work are the churches. 

Recreational programs also came under fire from 
Mr. Solomon. He said recreation commissions “don’t do 
an awful lot to combat delinquency” as their programs 
do not attract the delinquent, who normally becomes a 
behavior problem and is thrown out of recreational 
groups. 

Mr. Solomon was sponsored by the Toronto Town- 
ship Police Department and Recreation Commission, 

He sald that 95 per cent of children benefit by 
recreation programs — hut a program is needed to at- 
tract the other five per cent. 

“We should forget the word cure and concentrate 
on prevention of delinquency. It is too late to start pre- 
vention in high school groups. We should begin in 
grade school and in the pre-school ages,” he said. 

His audience consisted of police officers, local mac- 
istrates, juvenile and family court judges, probation of- 
ficers and community leaders. —Toronto Telegram.

are placed for some weeks in ad- | 
vance of the hearins 

Mr. Holtom said that the hearing 
will be helg at some future date in | 


Lindsay at which time the public 
will be entitled t register any 
protests to the olanned capital 


expenditure. Mr Ho!ltom sald that 
he believed that if there were suf- 
ficient qualified orotests, the ex- 
penditure could be ordered put to 
a vote of the people prior to any 
approval. 

When asked what reason the 
Board might have hed for delaying 
apprcyal, Mr. Holtom said he was} 
of the opinion that it was being 
done for a protective purpose, since

Mr. Wallace noted “our economic 
buoyancy with its surge of material 
possessions, Our spectacular popu- 
lation growth, too, aided by immi- 
gration, is predicted at 26,000,000 by 
1670. Fabulous strides in our pro- 
gress were seen in the St. Lawrence 
Seaway, the Uabrador-Ungava 
Mines, Kitimat, the New Arctic, Our 
gress national product was pointed 
ut at $28 billion. We have a goodly 
heritage, but are we superior, or 
cnly unfortunate, he queried?” 

“Our place among the nations” he 
went on, “as a middle-ranking na- 
tion gives us greater influence than 
our size would indicate” Mr. Wallace 
then said “that torlay we stand at 
the Great Divide — the clash of

By establishing a minimum start- 
ing wage of $2400, and guaranteeing 
annual increment of §200, as 
requesteq by the teachers, at the 
end of nine yeats of successful 
teaching the salary would reach 
£4200. Miss Taylor suggested that 
teachers with nine years of experi- 
ence are at their oest 

Many points of discussion were 
brought before the meeting as to 
what a Board might expect of tea- 
eners in order to guide them in 
the payment of trereases, and {t 
was recommended hy the Federation 
representatives that teachers pre- 
pare themselves by taking summer 
ecurses to improve their knowledge, 
their teaching methods and as 
syenues to newer subjects and ways 
of applying them, As an example, 
music was cited. Waving ® music 
teacher come to the school can 
be much more worthwhile if the 
class room teachers have a know- 
ledge Of music to apply between the 
supervisory visits of the music 
teacher. 

After a lengthy and lively dis- 
cussion during which members of 
the Board agreed that while the 
idea of a salary schedule was fay- 
oured it was definitely and unani- 
mously agreed to 'eave the matter 
for the present, ang to meet with 
Federation repres2ntatives after 
school re-opens in September to 
ve-open the question 

The offer of $300 per teacher was 
upheld which would increase the 
upheld which would increase present 
ralaries, and jt was \esolved by the 
Board to maintain the $3100 maxi- 
mum for assistants as indicated in 
thelr present offer to the teachers.

“1f anybody needs instruction in) some kind of a formula, it 1s impos~ 
sible, he emphasized, to carry out a 
successful assessment even in 3 
community of two or three hundred 
people. 

Mr. Coombe described the course 
for assessors set up last year, which 
was the largest extensic: course 
ever given at Queen's University. 

“We haye done something, in On- 
tario as an association,” he emphas- 
ized. 

The Ontario association was term- 
ed by Mr. Coombe as the largest 
assessing body in any province or 
state in North America. He praised 
the work of district 5, which in- 
cludes Peterborough, Hastings, Vic- 
toria, Haliburton, Durham and Nor- 
thumberland counties, classing it 
as a “strong and prosperous dis- 
trict.” 

He offered some advice to asses- 
sors in preparing for appeal cases. 
He outlined the importance of re- 
yising the property in question, ob- 
taining all possible data, comparis- 
ons on similar properties and pres- 
enting all information to the court 
{in a straight-forward manner. By 
proper setting up of the case and 
work, an assessor would never be 
castigated before the court. 

“Tt has now reached the point 
where an assessor can walk down 
the main street of a town,” Mr. 
Coombe concluded, “without dodging 
down the back alleys.” 


“Many elected officials think that

Mr. Coombe placed the assess- 
ment of 1956 as one of the mos‘ 
important factors of the year. Be- 
cause the realty tax has become so 
onerous to the taxpayer, people have | 
become tax conscious, and the asses- 
sor is the only one to whom he may 
air his beefs.”

‘We wonder, — Can you tell us, if 
it is legal in Canada, to tax its cit- 
izens for Public Utilities, and then 
divert that money to private inter- 
ests? It is not generally conceded 
to be honest, to misappropriate 
funds, as Public Utilities such as 
paved roads, could be held up in- 
definitely, for the convenience of 
private interests. Imagine the loss 
of confidence, in all Governments 
Municipal, Provincial or Federal 
that could follow, where private in- 
terests get the first consideration 
out of public funds that the tax- 
payers have raised, entirely for 
public utilities and welfare. Govern- 
ments would then be only tools for 
high-handed finance, and not ser- 
vants of the people, It would bring 
the people down to the level of 
slaves for finance, so let us hunt 
for our rights in time to stop it, Or 
is it common practice today and no- 
body has questioned it? 

There would no doubt be plenty 
of industries that would like to 
own an industry that was financed 
by public funds.

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DOESN’T FAVOR 
EXPANSION FOR 
EXPANSION’S SAKE 


“I don't think Lindsay should 
expand and lure industry just for 
tae sake of expansion alone,” said 
Alderman W, S W_ Breese, “and 
growth is a good thing, provided 
it umproves the standard of living 
within the town and improves the 
uppearance of the town But if we 
seek growth simply for the sake of 
growth only, it would be bad.” 

A’derman Breese made this com= 
iceut at the conclusion of a lengthy 
“off-the-cuff” discussion which a- 
vose during Monday's meeting of 
Lindsay's Council where there was 
talk on such pertinent matters as 
mdustrial expansion. annexation, 
residential and industrial sites. It 
al. began when Mayor A. E. Hick 
told Council] that there has been a 
great deal of interest shown by many 
industrialists lately in the former 
Chatco Steel plant on Kent St. since 
the sale price had been reduced to 
$30000. He also sain that the town 
alco holds options on a fair amount 
of industrial lang woich the town 
will hold under control. He said 
preparations are under way to set 
Up a zoned controlled industrial site 
in Lindsay. 

Alderman Holiom pointed out that 
in tbe Financial Post he saw where 
Owen Sound had advertised indus- 
trial land at one qollar per acre, but 
His Worship stated he had been 
talking to the Mayor of Owen Sound 
who told him this had not paid off, 
sinre “industrialists are not babies, 
and are loking for more than cheap 
land They want services and hous- 
ing too.” 

Alderman Found was of the opin- 
ion that the town should plan not 
cnly for industria] sites, but for 
residential sites where the executive 
‘Yke homes can be built. _ possibly 
under an annexation scheme, 

When the conversation swung 
aroung to annexation. deputy-reeve 
Ada Greaves pointea out that an- 
nexation is not a matter for the 
jeint planning boards, but ts a 
problem for the municipalities in- 
yolved. “All the planning boards do 
is investigate and make recommend- 
ations. I would suggest. if Council 
seriously wished to pursue the 
question: that representation be 
tade from Lindsay and Ops Council 
to investigate-” 

Mayor Hick pointed out that 
Services are the main thing and 
thet there are people living on the 
tiinge of town whh can only get 
along with town services. “I think 
Ops understands this and is willing 
t co-operate.” 

Alderman Breese took exception 
to the appearance of the highway 
leading into Lindsay from Fenelon 
Falls. He said there had been 
Wiscussion of future annexation in 
that direction, but he objected to 
the number of used car lots in the 
area. “They are malong the district 
lvok like the old dump grounds. Are 
used car lots necessary with a service 
station?” He said that if was just 
a clutter and he would not be in 
fiyour of annexation in that direct- 
jon. 

Miss Greaves pointed out that 
these people are making an honest 
living, and if there had been suffic- 
jent plans made they could have 
been advised before they built that 
the town thought such a type of 
business was unsuitable for the 
area. “They are civic-minded busi- 
messmen and they take pride in 
ownership. They would have co- 
operated with us had we asked them. 
There’s no sense in condemning 
them now.” 

Mayor Hick thought it would be a 
good plan to start a “beautify Lind- 
Say” campaign. He said there are 


‘|some spots in town that are a dis- 


grace and should be cleaned up. 

When the discussion returned to 
annexation, Mayor Hick said he has 
been in favour of the scheme for a 
long time, but he pointed out that 
if the town expanded west, there 
will be the cost of a main sewer a- 
cross the north of town ($150- 
200,000) hydro, water, roads, gar- 
bage, education, and other services. 
“How could Lindsay afford to do 
all this?” he asked. 

Miss Greaves replied that there 
are some who asked how Lindsay 
could afford NOT to do this. 

Mayor Hick said he was convinc~ 
ed that Lindsay would grow to a 
Breat extent within the next 10 
years. “We are on the doorstep of 
industry, and besides de-centraliza- 
tion of Metro industries, the new 
highways will bring us much help. 

Alderman Holtom said that fig- 
ures did not indicate that there was 
much decentralization. He pointed 
out that last year 183 new indus- 
tries came to Ontario. Of these 42 
went to Toronto, 62 went to sonth- 
west Ontario, and nine came to 
Eastern Ontario. However His Wor- 
ship said that although some new

IS THIS GOOD? 

During Sunday night’s power failure at Lindsay we 
decided to pay a visit to some points of interest during 
an emergency such as this to see just what was tak- 
ing place, First call was to the Ross Memorial Hospital 
which, a few minutes after the failure, was still virt ually 
in total darkness, except for what appeared to be an em- 
ergency light in the operating room. In other parts 
of the hospital nurses were seen going about lighting or 
carrying candles to furnish temporary relief from the 
blackout ... There didn’t appear to be any emergency 
source of electric energy except in the operating room. 

Visiting the Lindsay Police Station we were greet- 
ed with a jangling of telephone bells as the depart- 
ment’s two men on duty tried to cope with a flood of 
telephone calls from people who wanted to know what 
had happened. In addition to the police phone, officers 
are called upon to answer hydro calls when the hydro 
office is closed. They also take calls from other local 
agencies. Officers on duty apparently had no time on 
their hands to do anything-but answer the telephone in 
the office. But apart from this what impressed us was 
the inadequacy of emergency lighting here too. The 
two officers on duty had an old coal oil lantern in opera- 
tion in one place and an explosive looking burner-type 
lantern was hissing and belching flame in another. 

In other parts of the town, the newly-effected anti- 
noise by-law was being flagrantly violated by so-called 
“wolf calls” emitted by automobile horns and traffic 
generally seemed to be affected by the breakdown in 
lighting facilities. 

The brief visit to the hospital and police station led 
us to ask ourselves “Is this good?” Is it right that the 
hospital should be without overall emergency lighting 
during such emergencies and is it right that our Police 
Dept. should be engaged full time answering telephone 
calls enquiring about something which is out of its 
jurisdiction, at the same time being unable to attend 
those duties expected of policemen in emergencies. 
And isn’t it unusual for a Police Dept. not to have some 
sources of emergency and heavy duty portable lighting 
equipment to deal with blackouts and rescue work und- 
er night-time conditions. 

Again we ask “Is this good?”

The Lindsay Chamber of Commerce apparently 
thought this wasn’t just treatment for the town and took 
action to rectify the situation. As a result of these ef- 
forts, The name “LINDSAY” now appears in several 
brochures put out by Ontario’s Dept. of Travel and Pub- 
licity and anv blessings should accrue.

Perhaps the dearest word in any creed, in any 
country, in any language is the word Mother. Yet, in 
the rush and clamour of the adult workaday world, bow 
often we tend to forget, if only momentarily, just how 
much Mother really means. It was probably for this 
reason that the idea of a Mother’s Day was first institut- 
ed s0 we who are sometimes prone to forget, would at 
least pay homage to her on that one day. 

The first word the infant tongue learns to speak is 
Mother, the very name a symbol of protection and a 
prayer.

ILLEGAL PASSING 

There is far too much passing on blind and semi- 
blind curves along No.2 Highway, in opinion of the 
Brockville Recorder and Times. Blind passing, it says, 
is one of the quickest ways for a motorist to finish up 
injured or dead. The Record and Times could have 
added that passing on curves and hills is also extremely 
dangerous to those driving in the proper lane. For that 
reason, the Legislature last year made It an infraction 
of the Traffic Act, punishable by fine, to drive to left of 
the highway centre when approaching the crest ofa 
grade or upon a curve, —The Telegram. 


BRITISH BUTTER SKIDS 

It is somewhat surprising that in the welfare state 
of Britain, provisioned by bulk contracts, buttressed by 
price floors and ceilings, and caulked by subsidies, that 
the price of butter has tumbled a whole shilling in the 
last few days. Free-enterprise Canadian farmers and 
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dairymen would never tolerate such a slippery situation, 
The Ottawa Government would be required to rush into 
the tumble, buy up surpluses at the high price, and, if 
necessary, dispose of the glut at a loss—to foreigners, 
so that the delicate domestic market for butter would 
not be depressed. 

Home-produced and imported butter is now selling 
in Britain at three shillings a pound, compared with 
four or more shillings a couple of months ago. And 
even at the new low price (about 45 cents a pound) 
trade is not brisk. 

The outlook for Canadian butter exports to Brit- 
ain is certainly not bright—even at bargain prices. Per- 
haps the new trade agreements with Communist Russia 
are giving Canadian dairymen fortitude. The Reds are 
always ready for a bargain. So are Canadian house- 
wives, but it is not patriotic to let them have butter 
cheap. Their buying of margarine is disloyal enough, 
even when penalized by having to mix in their own col- 
ouring. —Peterborough Hxaminer. 


MAN NEEDS NATURE 

As our urban, mechanized society spreads itself 
with increasing speed and destructiveness across the 
land, the human need for preserving contact with natur- 
al areas, with living, wild and growing things, becomes 
more explicit and more pervasive. As natural areas 
rapidly diminish, the battle to keep the best of the re- 
maining ones intact grows more intense.

MUSIC FILLS A NEED 

From the Psalmist, who urged the use of trumpets, 
the psaltery and harp, stringed instruments and organs 
and the loud cymbals, writers have dwelt on the power of 
music. 

Music plays a large part in the life of this province. 
Festivals, band tattoos and competitions to some extent 
show what has been accomplished in this field, but there 
are literally hundreds of musical organizations in On- 


tario which are unable to participate in these events, yet | 


which, in an unheralded way, add much to the cultural 
life of the communities of which they are a part. 

Not all bands are of sufficient size or musical stat- 
ure to perform at Waterloo or at the Canadian National 
Exhibition, but they are of paramount importance to 
their home communities. The bandsmen—and bands- 
women, too, for in the smaller centres the musical rost- 
er includes many girl musicians—give generously of 
their time and talent to events in their communities. 
Without their efforts, holiday gatherings and other spec- 
jal events would lose much of the lustre which is attach- 
ed to them. 

The success of such musical organizations, most 
of which operate on the scantiest of budgets, lies with 
the devoted leaders, who work for a bare fee or without 
any reward other than the satisfaction of having intro- 
duced to the rich realm of music those they so diligently 
train. For such leaders it is a source of gratification 
to see some young musician advance beyond the point 
where the training being offered can be of further use, 
so that there is graduation to wider and higher musical 
circles. 

A fair percentage of those prominent in the musical 
life of this province can look back to the time they 
first received instruction by becoming a member of the 
home town band. Their first appearances were in the 
parade marking celebration of Dominion Day or at the 
Sunday night concert in the park, which still is a feat- 
ure of life in the less populous municipalities through- 
out Ontario.

J. Carlisle and Alfred John- 
s0n 98 Trustees. They later convey- 
ea the balance to the Municipal 
Corporation of the Town of Lindsay. 
Here is a pragraph from the Deed: 
ORIGINAL DEED 
“Whereas the Grantors (Carlisle

conveyed them in Trust to the Town 
of Lindsay for a one dollar bill, 
to be used forever by the citizens 
of Lindsay as a park and flower 
garden. 
CHANGE IN 1951 

“Then in 1951 things began to 
happen. Lindsay had growing pains, 
and in order to give equal oppor- 
tunity to all our children in Victoria 
County it was decided to form an 
area school district and transport 
all children to Lindsay To accom- 
modate all these children with 
proper educational facilities a Jarge 
addition must be built on to the 
Collegiate. An area school board 
was constituted and they proceeded 
with plans and building operations. 
Unfortunately they overstepped 
thei, own property bounds and ex- 
tended their building onto about 12 
feet of the Town Park property. 
After some arguing the Town agreed 
4o Jet them have thix small portion 
of their trust property. Decapitation 
No, 1. 

“Again by taking in more area 
and by the natural increase in our 
population it {s now necessary to 
build another addition and the 
Schvol Board js acquiring another 
133 feet more or less on Adelaide 
Street by a depth of 300 feet, of this 
trust property, deeded in trust to 
the Town of Lindsay for the per- 
petual use of the people of Lindsay. 
Decapitation No. 2. 

WHOSE AUTHORITY? 

“Now let us ask on what authority 
or on whose authority the Town 
Fathers have any authority to con- 
vey away property that was handed 
fo them and their successors in 
Office for the perpetual use of the 
people of Lindsay It has been 
suggested that the School Board 
could expropriate this property and 
get litle to it in this way, Very well, 
let the Board proceed with their 
expropriation It would at least 
leave our Council with clean hands

In 1840 he commenced building

The machinery for the Mill was 
shipped from England to Port Hope 
and hauled from there on wagons, 
a task which took weeks to accom- 
plish. Pigeon Creek was dammed 
up te form a pond to provide the 
uecessary power to run the Mill. 
This pong has been “The Old Swim- 
ming Hole’ for generations of 
Bethany youngsters, 

James Preston died in 1863 and 
for a time the Mill was operated 
by two of his sons, The property 
has been sold and resold So far 
as js known, those who have operat- 
ed the mill have been Clarence 
Gain, Matthew Staples. Lewis 
staples, James McKinnon Chancel- 
lor White and Sons and Allan 
Gnibble, who continued to grind 
grain unti] 1949 when Master Feeds 
Co. opened up q branch in Bethany 
and began doing custom grinding 
with the ald of electricity 

Incidentally, at about the same 
time another Mi)i for grinding grain 
and flour was built about two miles 
further up this creek. by Porter 
Preston (brother of James) and 
there was considerable rivalry be- 
tween the two brothers During the 
ownership of Robert Thorndyke, this 
mill was destroyed by fire. After

RABID FOX, 
DOG TANGLE

Another case of rabies has been 
confirmed in this district among 
wildlife. 

In this week’s bulletin from the 
Dept of Lands ang Forests, Lindsay, 
the history of the outbreak is 
recorded by Inspector Gordon D. 
Bute who writes; 

“On May 2nd., Mr, Clare Fielder, 
of R. R, 1, Coboconk. found a fox 
fighting with his dog. Mr. Fielder 
catled his dog off and the fox went 
into his driving shed where it lay 
down. The fox was shot about 
thirty minutes later, and turned over 
‘tn Conservation Officer Stan C, 
‘Simons, of Lindsay, who forwarded 
the head on to the Department of 
Agriculture, Health of Animals 
Branch, at Peterborough. 

“A repoyt has now been received 
from the Federal Veterinary In- 
Spector, iy H, Leslie, that as negri 
bodies were found in the brain of 
this fox the case had been diagnosed 
4s one of rabies.

_ Well, ‘Victoria Day,’ or ‘Empire Day’ if you prefer, - 
has come and gone in Lindsay for another year but it 
isn’t likely many people will lose any sleep over its pass- 
age nor will the occasion have much significance in the 
lives of numerous people in this district. It seems eyi- 
dent that the occasion has lost much of its traditional 
custom insofar as many Canadians are concerned, a 
trend which was becoming apparent even before the 
date of observing the late Queen Victoria’s birthday 
was altered to proyide a long weekend for everyone in 
this country by declaring the holiday for the Monday 
preceding the 24th.

sure. Fireworks were sold by the ton and every back 
Jawn was the setting for a family display. In some fam- 
ilies the “24th” had other meanings: It was the occas- 
ion for lightening up on the apparel, planting the pota- 
toes or even taking the first swim of the season, all, of 
course, in line with the general spirit of celebrating the 
Queen’s birthday. 

In Lindsay this year there was a marked absence of 
any outward display indicating the reason for the holi- 
day. Flags were ata premium,.. you could count 
them on the tips of your fingers easily (we only noticed 
three outdoor displays in the downtown business sec- 
tion.) The annual fireworks display has been post- 
poned for a week or so and backyard efforts seemed to 
be limited, due probably to one of two factors: price and 
(or) the fact that the annual ixinsmen display has got- 
ten people out of the habit of providing their own priv- 
ate shows.

Flesherton, the library in Lindsay, 
Ontario, also removed the books he 
had mentioned from their shelves. 
We are happy to report the books: 
were later shamefacedly put baek, 
as were those Cooke had taken from 
the Flesherton library” 

It was reported that library of- 
iicials in Lindsay are not entirely 
in agreement with this particular 
item. Librarian Miss Jean Smale 
said that when the book which’ was 
reportedly “questionable” according 
to Flesherton standsrds was found 
on the local library shelves, it was 
as once re-read by a number of 
qualified persons and found to con- 
tain little or nothing which could 
be termed as objectionable or ques- 
‘ionable. She said that the book 
“The Living Earth” was not taken 
fromm the files of the library at any 
lime, and therefore could not have 
been “shamefacedly” put back 

Miss Ethel Flavelle also pointed 
cut that when the book in question 
came up for discussion it was taken 
from the shelves “merely so that it 
could be reviewed” and was foung to 
be satisfactory. She said that it is 
fairly common for such a situation 
to rise, since, If a person tells the 
dbrarian that a particular book is 
objectionable, it is at once re- 
reviewed by group of qualified 
citizens whose report ts presented. 
Miss Flavelle has often been com- 
mended for the quality of books 


she permits to remain on the shelyes 


of Tindsay's library

that censorship can be a very silly 
thing at times. She said she had

WE CAN ONLY SUGGEST 

A few days ago “The Post”’ received a call from the 
president of the Lindsay Chamber of Commerce—Mr. 
Lloyd Found—during which the president enquired if 
it would be possible to invite the press to a meeting the 
Chamber was calling and at the same time give assur- 
ance to those attending that the press would refrain 
from quoting remarks by members. There would, he 
said, be no restraint on publishing finalities of the meet- 
ing, resolutions, etc. “The Post” presumed at the time 
that what the President was requesting was merely an 
extension of the courtesy given by the press to any 
speaker at any public meeting .. . discretion in report- 
ing, acceding to reasonable requests whereby the press 
would cooperate in the presentation of the news honest- 
ly and fairly to all concerned. However, in the light of 
later developments, it emerged that what the president 
really sought was that the press attend, listen to speak- 
ers, and only report final decisions. This, of course, 
changed the picture entirely and “The Post” called the 
president to advise him that insofar as this newspaper 
was concerned, if he wanted that sort of arrangement 
the only way we knew it could be handled would be for 
the Chamber of Commerce to hold a closed meeting (its 
right as an organization not deriving its support from 
public funds) and then the press would be excluded 
automatically. 

(It would be a betrayal of trust for a newspaper 
to promise to only print certain remarks and com- 
pletely ignore others. It is extremely unlikely that 
a conscientious reporter could sit through such a meet- 
ing.) 

Mr. Found wondered then if the press would like to 
come along as a part of the public which was being in- 
vited so it would know what was going on. At first 
this seemed to have certain tenable aspects but after 
due consideration it was decided that as far as the press 
was concerned the meefing was either OPEN or 
CLOSED and its presemee would depend on this entire- 
ly. Mr. Found’s advertisement on behalf of the Chamb- 
er of Commerce which read in part: 

“No press coverage. 
All business personnel are encouraged to come and 
air their views without fear of being quoted by the 
press.” 
supplied the answer... . the meeting was to be closed. 

The fact that the Chamber of Commerce did hold 
a CLOSED meeting served a useful purpose in that it 
let the people of Lindsay know beyond all doubt that 
the Chamber of Commerce is a privately controlled or- 
ganization (supported by private finance), and cannot 
be considered eligible for financial support by the tax- 
payers. 


FIRECRACKERS ARE FUN 
HANDLED CAREFULLY... 

Firecrakers can be a lot of fun for many people 
if they are handled in the way the makers and safety 
authorities recommend but they can also be very 
dangerous if careless or deliberately dangerous usage is 
tolerated. There have been several incidents reported 
already this summer in which fires were traced to a fire- 
cracker origin... two of these were in our own dis- 
trict. 

Many of us can recall several tragic acoidents in 
recent years arising from the mishandling of firecrack- 
ers. Severe burns and even blindness have been the 
price paid (often by innocent people) for the unwise 
handling of these explosives. 

Police and the citizenry of Lindsay should deal firmly 
with any persons observed using firecrackers in a dang- 
erous manner during this season when noise-making 
becomes a part of our celebrations. 


WHAT'S WHAT 

Nothing seems quite so serious in Britain as it 
seems in America—not even being in “Who's Who”. 
We are brought to this reflection by a recent analysis 
in a British weekly as to probable reasons which move 
the royal patronage secretary to offer flattering literary 
honours to one writer while perhaps slighting another. 

There is the case of Sir Osbert Sitwell, for example. 
From our experience we know that Sir Osbert deserves 
only the best. For was it not he who, replying to an 
American reporter as to whether Sir Osbert would ever 
install television in his English honse, said: “But that 
would involve putting in electric lights, wouldn't it?” 

Now, if only Sir Osbert could confine his witti- 
sms to press conferences. But he has also informed 
the British “Who's Who” that he was educated in the 
holidays from Eton. And some British admirers fee] 
that as a result he has never enjoyed all the honours 
he deserves. 

In a somewhat Sitwellian vein the British weekly’s 
analyst remarks: “The tendency to strike a lighter note 
in “Who's Who” should be resisted by any writer who 
aims at literary decorations.” 

Some entrants in the British “Who's Who” have 
found ways to avoid the worst tactica) errors. For ex- 
ample, one adequately distinguished “biographee” ad- 
mits only that: “Those things do best please me that 
befall preposterously.” And others, still more cautious, 
omit entirely all reference to their recreations. 

Which makes them sedate enough Lo be considered 
even for “Who's Who in America”.

As the CNE is a semi-autonom- 
ous body with powers derived from provincial statute, 
there is little that Council can do beyond protesting 
against its strangely aloof attitude.

U, S. POSTS ANOTHER “KEEP OFF” SIGN 

Strange and wonderful are the lengths to which 
U. S. customs authorities will go to exclude Canadian 
exports from the United States market. 

The latest victim of U, S. farm protectionism sent{- 
ment is Canadian-grown corn on the coh. Corn, as 
anyone knows, is a grain. In the eyes of the U.S, 
Customs Court, howeyer, corn on the cob is a vegetahle, 
As such, it is dutiable at a much higher rate than if It 
were classed as grain, 

Thus the U.S. Customs Court ruling posts yet an- 
other ‘Keep Off” sign for Canadian farm products. 

Puzzling to farmers in this country is why United 
States farm products should continue to enjoy easy ac- 
cess to Canadian markets, and to compete with domest- 
ic farm products, when reciprocal treatment is constant- 
ly denied Canadian agriculture by U. S. customs author- 
ities. 

Time was, a few years ago, when enthusiasm for 
the General Agreement on Tariffs and Trade was high 
in Canadian farm circles. Little wonder, in the light 
of the contemptuous disregard for the freer trade prin- 
ciples of the Agreement by the United States, farmers 
in Canada are thoroughly disillusioned about GATT.

As a result of Thursday evening’s $4,000 fire which 
partially gutted the brick home of Mr. Elmer Staples, 
96 Queen St., fire chairman W. H. McCrae told “The 
Post” today that he is calling a meeting of the fire com- 
mittee to discuss some problems which arose at the 
time and to decide what action will be taken. 

First of all, Mr. McCrae said he will ask his com- 


mittee to agree that a reco

agement of the radio station to refrain from broad- 


casting fire alarms, as this

on-the-spot coverage and enlarged 
yersions of the incident have at- 
tracted citizens to tne location. He 
said he will ask that any fire report 
be broadcast after the blaze has been 
extinguished, since, he says, fo 
matter how much the radio may ask 
people to stay away curiosity still 
wil draw crowds 

“I know that news ts news,” said 
the chairman, “bot there is no 
public service being rendered in 
this case, and I thik they could do 
a hetter job by co-operating with 
the town and refrain from an- 
nouncing the fire its location, and 
the type of fire until the emergency 
has been taken care of.” 

PHONE CALLS 

Mr, McCrae said that he has 
tearned there was some difficulty 
in summoning the volunteers to this 
fire since both the police and fire 
phones were being tied up by m- 
coming calls from people wanting 
to know where the fire was Mr. 
McCrae sald there was little that 
could be done to stop people from 
phoning except to appeal to their 
good sense, knowing that police and 
fire officials were extremely busy 
and required the services of their 
equipment ang men for the emer- 
gene; at hand. 

He said he would recommend the 
installation of automatic private- 
jine direct phones from the police 
office to the homes of the volunteers, 
which would automatically ring 
When the receiver was lifted at the 
headquarters. With this, the officer 
on yhone duty would simply repeat 
his message, and as each phone was 
answered, a red lignt on a panel 
would light up, 
nuthorities a picture as to whom 
wag notified. 

FIRE HOSES 

Mr. McCrae sald police have a 
list of names (reportedly about 20) 
of persons who Were attracted to 
the fire In their cars ang who were 
seen driving over the fire hoses 
Strecched across the street. 

It was pointed out that a recent 
hy-law brought in by town Council | 
provides for a fine of $25 to $50 to_ 
those persons found guilty of driving 
vehicles over fire hoses. 

THE FIRE 

‘The fire, according to Chief Alex 
Wyle broke out about 7.30 p.m. 
shortly after Mr Staples had lit

of the home. It was reported that

Chief Wylie said a neighbour 
spotted the fire and phoned the 
fire department He said that when 
the firemen arrives, flames were 
roaring out of the rear windows and 
had broken through the roof in ons 
place. 

It was learneq that Mr. Staples 
was overcome by smoke while 
attempting to save a number of 
wutheard motors which were in the 
vasement of the home. The dense 
smioke caused him to become faint 
and he was carried to the home of 
a neighbour. He was treated by Dr. 
J. ©, Arnold and was soon back on 
the scene. 

Chief Wylie said that firemen 
were seriously hampered by the 
extremély dense smoke, and it was 
necessary for the men to enter the 
blasting home wearing Scott Air 
Packs. He said they had much 
trouble in getting to the fire sincs 
the ceilimgs were of one-inch tongué- 
ir-groove hardwood and difficult 
to chop through 

Spectators report that the 
firemen’s co-ordination in fight- 
ing the blaze was commendable, 
und Chief Wylie said his men 
uid a fine job in face of most 
difficult odds. He estimated the 
tuilding to be 50 percent gutted 
and uninhabitable. 

‘This morning Chief Wylie return- 
ed to the scene to examine all 
phases of the fire in order t 
actermine the exact cause and the 
progress of the flames, so that his 
report can be complete He con- 
firmed that there was No explosion, 
Whick had been earlier reported, 
although he showed that there were 
gasoline and oil tanks tn the base- 
ment which were untouched by fire.

what volume of business was done at the Ontario Li- 
quor Store in Lindsay, Having enquired of the store 
for the figures on a previous occasion and having been 
referred to the head office, we decided to “have a go” 
at obtaining the information from those in highest au- 


thority on the Liquor Gontrol Board. 


A telephone call to the Board’s main offices con- 
nected us with an official who, on learning that we wish- 
ed to know the volume of business done at the Lindsay 
outlet last year, said: “That is more or less confidential 
information, you know. But if you care to speak with 
him about it, I'll switch you over to the comptroller.” 

The switch was made and a man’s voice came on 
the telephone. Presuming this was the comptroller, 
we again applied for the information, Without any pre- 
amble we were told bluntly “We don't give that informa- 
tion out... now just a moment..-." Tt later develop- 
ed that this man wasn’t the comptroller after all... . 
He was yet to be contacted. After a moment or two, 
(the comptroller answered and explained: “We've never 
given out this sort of information ....We have had a lot 
of municipalities want it but we don’t figure it is a fair 
way to figure it out (he wag referring to the fact that 
these municipalities wanted (he information to deter- 
mine how much local yegidents were spending on 
liquor.) After further conversation In which it was ex- 
plained that the volume of trade included tourist busi- 
ness, the comptroller, intimating that he was Not pre- 
pared to divulge the information for any reason, sug- 
gested we might contact the Chief Commissioner at 
1255 Fleet St. E., Toronto and make our request. 

Al the time we really hadn't thought much about 
recording the incident but when we stopped to consider 
that the public was being denied what should be public 
information, we had a change of heart. In fact the 
more we Considered the situation, the more prepos- 
terous it Seemed. Consider, for a moment, these facts: 
The Ontario Liquor Control Board which operates the 
liquor stores throughout the province is a government 
agency in the true sense of Lhe word. This public ag- 
ency now seems to have assumed that it is beyond the 
public reach and that it will make available to the pub- 


ic such information as it deems prudent ... Is that the way 


we want our public agencies to behave? Would the 
premier of this province countenance such a denial of 
the basic rights of the people? And, finally, are the 
implications behind this development not sinister in their 
portent? 

While these things are being considered we shall 


await the Chief Commissioner’s reply with interest.

Marshmallow Dreams 

Here is a recipe for Marshmallow 
Dreams: They are quick and easy 
to make and theSe cookies are best 
made with stale marshmallows. To 
make two dozen dreams, heat six 
tablespoons of cocoa, one cup of 
evaporated milk and one-half cup 
white sugar in a double boiler, When 
slightly thickened, take one dozen 
marshmallows, cut in half and drop 
one by one into the mixture. Remove 
with a fork ang roll the coated mal- 
low in chopped nuts, Nice to have 
aroung the house when anyone 
drops in and you are fresh out of 
cookies. 

Keeping Eggs Eto 

Cold eggs stay fresh longer, but 
sometimes it’s best to take the chill 
off before using them. A high- 
Guality raw egg separates into white 
and yolk most easily when it's at 
a temperature of 50 to 60 degrees F. 
An egg just out of the refrigerator 
is so cold that the white clings to 
the shell and the velk. It's harder 
to separate, On the other hand, 
when the egg warms up to 75 degrees 
or so the yolk tends to flatten. Eggs 
for cake-making combine best when 
they are at room temperature. For 
whipping egg whites, the best 
temperature is from 64 to 77 degrees. 
In cther words, take the chill off. 
For cooking in the shell put ‘the 
ege in cold water ang bring to the 
boiling point, or take the chill off 
tite eggs before putting in boiling 
water otherwise the shell will crack. 
Hard-cookeq eggs are easier to 


separate from the shell when cold. 
Cool quickly in running water after 
cooking.

US LINE WILL BE SOLD 


Spokesman Says Sale — 
Approved By Owners 


As the outcome of a meeting of 
the members of the company, tt 
was announced today that the Lind- 
say Bus Lines Ltd. is to be offered 
for sale immediately. A spokesmar 
for the firm told “The Post” today 
that following the tragic death of 
the firm’s manager, A. J. Crimmons, 
a Week ago today, the company met 
and agreed that the entire opera- 
tion should be put up for sale. Tt ~ 
is also reported unofficially, three 
or four local businessmen have ex- 
pressed an interest in purchasing 
the system. No names were avail- 
able. 

The Lindsay Bus Lines Ltd. was 
formed almost three years ago af- 
ter the operation had been taken 
over from a Sudbury concern 
which had established the business 
One of the members of the present 
company said that the business has 
been financially profitable, although 
it was stated that it might be most 
advisable for a new purchaser to be 
familiar with motor mechanics, 
‘since the buses, as do all other bus- 
es, require regular maintance check- 
ups which could run into consider- 
able money if subcontracted. 

Mayor A.E. Hick, on learning of 
the firm’s offer to sell, commented 
that the bus line has offered a very 
fine service to Lindsay and that he 
hopes it will continue to operate 
in such manner, 

It was learned today that the ex- 
jocuters of the present firm plan to 
aa the buses operating on the 
same schedule as previously with 
no interruption of service. 

A representative of the bus com- 
pany said today Lindsay’s Council 
has given no consideration to the 
possibility of subsidizing the bus 
line, although it was pointed out at 
the same time that many other mu- 
nicipalities do grant such subsidy 
for a similar service.

THE U-TURN SHIFTS, 
BECOMES MORE DANGEROUS 

Most of us can recall how, a few years ago, we 
thought it would be a good idea to abandon U-turning 
on Lindsay’s main street. After some discussion i1 
Council the plan was put into effect at certain intersec- 
tions and has now been extended to include all, or nearly 
all, streets bi-secting Kent St. But now there are a lot 
of people wondering if, after all, the idea wasn't a mis- 
take .... that is unless an even more dangerous prac 
tice arising from the ruling can be overcome, 

It is now a popular, though dangerous sport, 
youthful drivers wishing to make U-Turns to swing off 
Kent St. for a block north or south, then make a howl- 
ing U-turn, preferably on two wheels with the tires 
screaming and firing a barrage of dust and small stones 
at pedestrians. 

On Saturday night we witnessed an exceptionally 
disturbing display of this very ‘wild-eyed’ driving when 
three cars — two late and one old model — went 
through the routine at Victoria Ave. and Peel St., a 
block north of Kent. As each car came up to Peel St. 
from Kent and prepared to swing left for the U-turn 
which would take them back again, the idea seemed to 
be ‘gun’ the car for all it was worth at the point of maxi- 
mum turn. This kicked up quite a racket and filled the air 
with dust and stones. We doubted very much whether 
either of the other two cars in the rodeo had sufficient 
yision to give maximum protection to themselves or 
pedestrians and it appeared as though all three had all 
they could do to keep their cars from getting completely 
out of control, let alone have regard for the safety of 
others.

THE BEES 


“Getting the bugs out” is standard procedure 
whenever anything as complex as a new airplane is de- 
livered. The trouble with Central African Airways’ 
brand-new Vickers Viscount prop-jet was that the bugs 
would not go. They were not, in fact, airplane-type 
bugs at all, but aswarm of 75,000 bees which came hivnig 
out of nowhere soon after the plane landed in Salisbury, 
to take up happy residence in one of its wings. Cent- 
ral’s mechanics scattered, and to replace them, the air- 
line called in a local beekeeper, Jack Garrett. Blow 
smoke or gas into the wing, he advised No, said the 
airline engineers: formic acid from the dead bees 
might hurt the meta] or the rubber on the gas tanks. 

A man from Durban thought that garlic might 
help. A Londoner suggested tying a horse under the 
wing. “Bees,” he wrote, “don’t like the smell of horses, 
but wrap him carefully so he won't get stung.” A local 
housewife urged the airline to give the bees a good 
whiff of bruised lemontree leaves. C.A.A.'s chief pilot de- 
cided on more drastic action. Taking his place at the 
controls, he flew skyward to 17,000 ft., bumped, bank- 
ed and looped—but when he got down again, the busy 
bees were still happily humming in the wing. 

At week's end airline officials decided that there 
was nothing to do but wheel their brand-new plane into 
the hangar and take it apart. —Time Magazine. 


GAS PIPE LINES 

The current political debacle over Trans-Canada 
Pipe-Lines indicates how pressing is the need for more 
adequate information concerning major decisions by 
parliament. In Great Britain White Papers are publish- 
ed prior to the debate and the members of parliament as 
well as the general public have a chance to digest the 
government's position. How different here in Canada 
where amid all the hullabaloo about the pipe line reas- 
ons, facts and figures are few indeed. 

Why does the government regard swift action im- 
perative? Apart from the statement that it was, there 
seems to be no proof for urgency. The government has 
not made it clear why things have to be started this 
year yet it turns around and uses urgency as the excuse 
for.what it is doing in parliament. If speed is of the 
essence as C. D. Howe puts it then why doesn't he show 
us why speed is of the essence? That shouldn't be hard 
unless it isn’t so. 

Why does the government make clear just how re- 
sponsible the American owned company really is? 
Before the Canadian people invest two hundred and 
eighty million dollars by way of a loan in this project it 
seems reasonable that they should know something 
about the company to whom they are loaning that kind 
of money. 

The Liberal administration after twenty years of 
power should have been able to handle the affair in a 
much more businesslike way, The procedure over the 
pipe-line smacks of a party that has just taken power 
and doesn’t quite know how to go about what it thinks 
should be done. —Port Perry Star.
